Many  times  people  will  say  to  me,  "I 
guess  you  are  looking  forward  to  the 
summer  so  you  can  slow  down  and  take 
a  break".  Well,  it  is  not  that  way.  This 
past  summer  has  been  one  of  the  busiest 
that  I  can  remember.  The  big  problem 
with  summer  is  that  you  have  to  com- 
plete in  three  months  what  you  could 
not  complete  during  the  previous  nine 
months.  The  entire  administration  and 
maintenance  staffs  are  ready  for  summer 
to  be  over  so  things  can  settle  clown 
again. 

The  next  question  has  to  be,  "What 
in  the  world  has  kept  you  so  busy?"  Now 
let's  see  how  we  can  answer  that.  I  guess 
we  have  to  start  with  new  programs  that 
will  open  at  Copiah-Lincoln  this  fall.  This 
fall  we  will  see  a  new  Associate  Degree 
Nursing  building,  a  new  nursing  staff 
and  fifty-four  ADN  students. 

The  building  was  completed  in  June 
by  Paul  Jackson  &  Sons  Construction 
Company.  The  furniture  has  been  pur- 
chased and  placed  in  the  building.  A  staff 
of  director,  six  master's  degree  instruc- 
tors and  a  secretary  has  been  employed. 
A  class  of  fifty-four  students  have  been 
selected  from  over  973  applicants. 

The  application  process  has  been  a 
long  and  extensive  process.  We  have 
received  very  good  marks  on  our  appli- 
cation and  the  work  of  our  staff.  The 
hospital  administrators  from  the  Copiah- 
Lincoln  District  have  really  been  the 
force  behind  this  program.  In  addition, 
our  district  advisory  committee  for  the 
ADN  Program  has  given  their  encour- 
agement and  support. 

The  county  board  of  supervisors 
from  our  supporting  counties  has  also 
been  very  supportive.  The  ADN  Program 
will  be  a  change  for  Copiah-Lincoln. 

In  addition  to  the  ADN  Program,  we 
will  open  a  One  Stop  Career  Center  this 
fall.  This  center  is  a  part  of  the  legislation 
on  improving  the  workforce  that  was 
passed  in  the  last  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  securing  a 
director,  office  manager  and  secretary  to 
manage  this  program.  In  addition,  sev- 
eral members  of  the  current  staff  will  be 
moved  to  this  center  when  facilities  are 
available.  The  Mississippi  Employment 
Security  Commission  will  place  a  staff 
member  on  our  campus  as  soon  as  funds 
are  available.  When  this  center  is  up  and 


running,  a  district  resident  ma/  come  for 
counseling  and  evaluation.  He  or  she  will 
be  placed  on  a  job  or  referred  to  a 
specialized  training  program  to  improve 
his/her  skills. 

This  program  will  be  located  in  the 
Fortenberry  Building  where  cosmetol- 
ogy is  now  located.  The  first  few  weeks, 
it  will  be  located  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  Mutton  Building. 

Another  reason  for  a  busy  summer 
has  been  the  slow  pace  of  several  con-

struction   projects   that   are   vital   to  the 
opening  of  a  new  school  year. 

We  anticipate  a  busy  year  as  we 
begin  to  realize  the  capabilities  of  this 
system.  We  anticipate  that  it  will  be  used 
to  prepare  master  degree  nurses  and 
several  other  courses  this  year.  It  will 
also  be  used  by  administrators,  faculty 
and  our  supporting  counties. 

We  are  still  working  to  improve  the 
Co-Lin  golf  course.  This  summer  Dean 
Ray  Ishee,  the  coaching  staffs,  Mr.  Jim 
Rabalias  and  the  golf  course  staff  have 
made  several  improvements  to  the  course. 
You  need  to  visit  the  course  and  see 
these  changes. 

While  this  has  been  taking  place,  we 
have  managed  to  have  four  orientation 
sessions,  three  summer  school  terms  and 
attend  all  required  meetings.  It  has  been 
a  busy  summer  and  speaking  on  behalf  of 
everyone  who  has  been  around  campus 
this  summer,  we  are  ready  for  school  to 
start. 

It  appears  that  we  will  have  the 
largest  enrollment  on  both  campuses 
that  we  have  ever  had.  We  have  also 
employed  the  largest  number  of  new 
employees  that  I  can  remember  in  my  26 
1/2  years.

Co-LlN  REMEMBERS  DEVOTED  FAN 


A  scholarship  honoring  the 
memory  of  Calvin  White  has  been 
established  at  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College. 

White,  52,  died  of  heart  failure 
on  Wednesday,  Jan.  19,  following  a 
heart  attack  suffered  just  after  the  Co- 
Lin  and  Southwest  basketball  game  in 
Summit  the  night  before. 

Known  by  hundreds  of  former 
Co-Lin  students  as  the  college's  num- 
ber one  sports  fan,  White  seldom,  if 
ever,  missed  a  single  football,  basket- 
ball, baseball  game  or  other  sporting 
event.  He  traveled  to  almost  all  away 
games,  including  traveling  to  Texas 
last  spring  to  watch  Co-Lin's  Lady 
Wolves  in  the  National  Junior  College 
Athletic  Association  tournament. 

"Calvin  was  a  very  loyal,  kind 
individual,"  said  Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames, 
Co-Lin  president,  who  described 
White  as  a  fan  known  by  many  alumni. 

"He  was  fiercely  protective  of  the 
college,  a  dependable,  loving  indi- 
vidual," he  said.  "The  Colettes  and 
the  cheerleaders  were  his  favorites.  I 
imagine  he  had  several  thousands 
pictures  he  had  taken  at  so  many 
events.  He  went  everywhere — even 
though  he  was  disabled,  he  could 
drive." 

"He  remembered  everything — 
anniversaries  and  birthdays  and 
people,"  Dr.  Thames  said. 

"Calvin  was  a  friend  to  all  of  us. 
He  always  amazed  me  by  remember- 
ing everyone.  He  often  would  locate 
a  former  Colette  or  cheerleader's  ad- 
dress and  would  drop  it  by  the  of- 
fice," said  Burlian  Walker,  Executive 
Director  Foundation/Alumni  Affairs/ 
Public  Relations. 

"He  was  a  unique  person.  I  know 
of  no  one  who  didn't  like  him.  Ten 
years  ago  Co-Lin's  Alumni  Associa- 
tion presented  him  with  a  Service 
Award,  one  of  only  three  ever  given, 
for  his  work  in  locating  so  many 
former  students,"  Walker  said. 

The  scholarship  will  go  annually 
to  a  Colette  or  a  cheerleader.  Other 
criteria  for  the  selection  will  be  an- 
nounced at  a  later  date.

On  Thursday,  January  20, 1994,  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College  remembered  a 
true  fan.  Prior  to  the  Hinds  vs.  Co-Lin  game, 
Mr.  Calvin  White  was  memorialized  by  a 
silent  prayer.  Mr.  Calvin  White  was  52  years 


old.  He  suffered  a  fatal  heart  attack  after 
watching  his  Co-Lin  Wolves  beat  South- 
west at  Summit.  Mr.  White  was  buried 
wearing  his  favorite  Co-Lin  jacket. 

In  remembrance  and  respect  of  Mr. 
Calvin  White,  the  men's  and  women's 
basketball  teams  symbolized  his  impor- 
tance by  writing  the  words  "Mr.  Calvin"  on 
their  sneakers.  Also,  in  addition  to  their 
respect  for  Mr.  White,  the  men's  basket- 
ball team  said  they  were  dedicating  their 
Co-Lin  vs.  Hinds  game  to  him.  The  men's 
basketball,  who  had  been  previously 
beaten  by  Hinds  at  Utica,  bounced  back 
tremendously.  Co-Lin  whipped  Hinds  107- 
88  that  night. 

Mr.  Calvin  White  was  a  true  fan  among 
fans.  It  seems  like  just  yesterday  when 
you  could  look  across  the  gym  floor  and 
notice  him  and  his  blue  Co-Lin  jacket.  He 
would  watch  every  game  night  after  night 
from  the  second  row  of  the  visiting 
bleacher.  As  a  friend  and  a  student  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College,  we 
will  always  remember  and  love  Mr.  Calvin 
White.

PTK  WINS  NATIONAL  AWARDS 


The  Eta  Omega  chapter  of  Phi  Theta 
Kappa  on  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College's  Wesson  campus  walked  away 
from  the  international  PTK  Convention  in 
Anaheim,  Calif.,  with  several  top  awards. 

Of  the  over  a  thousand  PTK  chap- 
ters world-wide,  Eta  Omega  is  tied  for 
number  nine  in  international  competi- 
tion. Chapters  are  scored  on  overall 
excellence  in  programs  relating  to  schol- 
arship, leadership,  fellowship,  and  ser- 
vice. Selection  is  determined  by  elec- 
tronic tabulation  of  each  chapter's  com- 
bined scores  in  the  four  Hallmark  Awards 
categories.

Groundbreaking  For  New  Natchez  Buhdevg

A  higher  education  dream  in  Adams 
County  is  within  months  of  becoming 
reality,  say  officials  at  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  in  Natchez. 

Groundbreaking  for  Co-Lin's  new 
$4.6  million  academic  complex  took  place 
June  24  at  opening  ceremonies  held  in 
Co-Lin's  vocational-technical  building  on 
Beltline  Road.  Actual  space-turning  fol- 
lowed nearby. 

"This  new  building  has  been  a  22- 
year  dream  of  everybody's,"  said  Co-Lin 
President  Billy  B.  Thames.  "Now  it's 
about  to  become  a  reality. 

"People  in  Adams  County  have  al- 
ways supported  education,"  he  said.  "All 
of  us  at  Co-Lin  are  very  proud  to  have 
this  new  building  under  way." 

The  $4-million  building  will  be  funded 
by  Adams  County  taxpayers.  Another 
$600,000  will  come  from  the  state  of 
Mississippi  for  furnishings,  landscaping 
and  parking,  Thames  said. 

Co-Lin,  a  two-year  college  in  Wesson 
since  1928,  opened  its  doors  to  a  co-equal 
campus  in  Natchez  in  1972.  Since  then,  all 
academic  classes  have  met  in  empty  school 
buildings  leased  from  the  Natchez-Adams 


County  Public  School  System. 

Until  1988,  all  vocational-technical 
classes  likewise  met  in  leased  facilities. 
That  year,  Co-Lin's  state-of-the  art  vo- 
tech  complex  opened  on  Beltline  Road. 
"The  new  academic  complex  will  be 
built  adjacent  to  the  vo-tech  facility," 
Thames  said. 

Joining  Thames  in  enthusiasm  over 
the  prospect  of  a  new  academic  facility 
is  Natchez  Campus  Dean  Travis  Thornton. 
"We  are  extremely  excited,"  he  said. 

"We  have  waited  and  worked  for  so 
long,  and  now,  thanks  to  everyone  in  the 
Natchez-Adams  County  community, 
we're  through  waiting.  The  contractor's 
target  date  to  complete  the  facility  is 
August  1995." 

The  new  complex  will  house  nine 
classrooms,  three  science  laboratories, 
two  computer  laboratories,  a  library  and 
learning  resource  center,  numerous 
meeting  rooms,  offices,  student  activi- 
ties areas  and  maintenance  areas. 

The  one-story,  red-brick  building, 
featuring  several  wings  and  covered 
walkways,  is  planned  for  growth, 
Thornton  said.  "We  will  be  able  to  handle 


1,200  students  comfortably,"  he  said. 
"We  based  our  planning  on  demograph- 
ics of  this  area." 

Current  enrollment  each  year  is  about 
800-1,000  students  per  semester,  count- 
ing academic,  vo-tech,  JTPA,  special  in- 
terest and  short-term  classes  and  pro- 
grams, he  said. 

The  new  building,  designed  by 
Natchez  architect  Charles  Moroney,  will 
be  built  by  Paul  Jackson  and  Sons  Con- 
struction of  Brookhaven.  This  company 
was  awarded  the  construction  bid  of 
$3,951,890  on  June  4,  Thornton  said. 

Participating  in  the  groundbreaking 
ceremony  were  Adams  County  Board  of 
Supervisors  President  Samuel  Cauthen, 
Natchez  Mayor  Larry  L.  "Butch"  Brown, 
former  Mississippi  Senator  Troy  Watkins, 
who  introduced  the  bill  to  attain  the  land 
on  which  the  facility  will  be  built,  other 
elected  officials,  representatives  from 
Co-Lin's  student  body,  faculty,  staff  and 
board  of  trustees  and  representatives  of 
the  Natchez-Adams  County  Economic 
Community  and  Development  Authority 
and  the  Natchez-Adams  County  Cham-

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ADN  BUILDING  TO  BE  DEDICATED

The  much  anticipated  Associate 
Degree  Nursing  program  at  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College  is  close  to 
being  a  full-blown  reality.  The  first 
class  of  50  has  been  chosen  and  the 
new  ADN  building  is  completed  and 
will  be  dedicated  as  the  James  H. 
Stribling  Associate  Nursing  Degree 
Building  on  Sunday,  August  21,  at  2 
p.m. 

One  of  the  biggest  hurdles  that  the 
program  had  to  cross  was  that  of  pro- 
visional state  accreditation.  This,  too, 
was  put  to  rest  after  a  May  26  visit  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  State  Institu- 
tions of  Higher  Learning.  After  one 
year  the  program  will  be  evaluated  by 
the  Accreditation  Review  Committee. 

From  a  field  of  over  950  appli- 
cants, the  faculty  had  the  tough  job  of 
selecting  only  50  for  the  first  class.  A 
detailed  criteria  list  had  been  estab- 
lished at  the  onset  and  the  students 
chosen  met  these  specific  criteria.  An 
alternate  list  was  also  selected  in  the 


event  that  any  of  the  50  cannot  partici- 
pate. 

"Our  new  building  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  on  June  15,"  said  Susan 
Hart,  program  director.  "We  are  in  the 
process  of  taking  bids  on  classroom 
furniture,  equipment,  computer  equip- 
ment, and  office  furniture,"  she  added. 

Other  areas  of  concentration  at  the 
present  time  include  setting  up  the 
clinical  facilities,  ordering  textbooks 
and  acquiring  skills  equipment.  All  of 
these  must  be  in  place  at  the  start  of 
this  fall  semester. 

"An  effort  will  be  made  to  allow 
students  to  do  their  clinicals  in  the  area 
of  the  district  in  which  they  live,"  said 
Hart.  According  to  her,  all  of  the  area 
hospitals  have  been  most  supportive 
of  the  establishment  of  this  program 
and  of  helping  to  accommodate  the 
clinicals.  Hart  went  on  to  say  that 
some  specialized  clinicals,  like  pediat- 
rics, must  be  done  in  hospitals  in 
Jackson  which  have  those  programs. 

An  ongoing  process  of  this  new 


program  is  the  recruitment  of  faculty 
for  this  year  and  next  year.  "We  have 
a  line  faculty  for  this  program,"  said 
Dr.  Howell  Garner,  dean  of  the  col- 
lege. "They  have  completely  devel- 
oped a  curriculum  for  this  program  in 
a  short  period  of  time  and  are  ready  to 
begin  teaching  students,"  he  contin- 
ued. 

The  nursing  faculty  consists  of  Su- 
san Hart,  director,  community  health 
specialty  area;  Dr.  Victoria  Durkee, 
instructor,  psychiatric  nursing;  Nancy 
Hill,  consultant-instructor,  pediatrics 
and  community  mental  health;  Marga- 
ret McCullough,  instructor,  medical/ 
surgical;  and  Karen  Touchstone,  in- 
structor, community  health  and  mater- 
nal-infant.

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Golf  course  takes  new  direction

Plans  for  expanding  the  Co-Lin  golf 
course  have  taken  off  in  a  new  direction. 
The  Co-Lin  Board  of  Trustees,  during 
their  May  meeting,  authorized  the  ad- 
ministration and  the  board's  golf  advi- 
sory committee  to  work  with  the  archi- 
tect and  attorneys  to  complete  plans  to 
sell  bonds  to  finance  the  expansion. 

At  one  point,  however,  it  seemed 
that  Co-Lin's  golf  course  expansion  pro- 
gram had  come  to  a  screeching  stop.  All 
the  planning  and  ground  work  for  the 
final  stages  of  the  project  were  underway 
and  all  it  needed  was  approval  from  the 
state  legislature  and  the  governor's  sig- 
nature. 

The  project  did  meet  approval  from 
the  legislature  and  passed  by  an  over- 
whelming margin.  But  this  was  not  enough 
to  impress  Governor  Kirk  Fordice.  The 
governor  vetoed  the  go-ahead  bill  not 
once,  but  twice. 

The  project  is  far  from  being  forgot- 
ten, though.  According  to  Dr.  Billy 
Thames,  president  of  Co-Lin,  the  project 
is  not  dead  and  more  meetings  are  being 
planned  with  the  project's  committee 
members  in  order  to  find  new  ways  of 
financing  the  massive  project. 

Dr.  Thames  is  still  very  optimistic  about 


the  project.  According  to  Dr.  Thames,  "It  is 
an  idea  that  is  not  going  to  die." 

The  project's  architect,  Kevin  Tucker, 
is  scheduled  to  meet  with  the  committee 
in  order  to  discuss  new  ways  of  financing 
the  project. 

Originally  the  course  was  expected 
to  be  completed  by  the  summer  of  1995, 
but  now  in  the  light  of  the  governor's 
veto  of  the  project,  there  is  no  definite 
date  of  completion. 

Once  the  project  is  completed  it  will 
still  be  the  only  18-hole  public  golf  course 
between  Jackson  and  New  Orleans.  The 
course  is  not  only  expected  to  benefit  the 
college,  it  also  is  expected  to  benefit  the 
communities  in  and  around  the  college. 

In  light  of  these  new  events  major 
cut-backs  have  been  set  on  the  course's 
design.  It  was  originally  planned  to  have 
a  public  meeting  facility  added  on  to  a 
golf  pro-shop,  but  now  the  public  meet- 
ing room  and  other  course  enhance- 
ments are  not  possible  under  the  new 
plans  being  considered  for  financing  of 
the  project. 

A  spokesperson  for  Governor  Fordice 
said  that  the  governor  considered  the  bill 
early  in  the  legislative  session  and  that 
he  was  extremely  concerned  as  to  how 


the  project  would  be  financed. 

The  project  would  have  been  financed 
by  general  obligation  bonds  and  would 
have  only  involved  tax  payers'  money  had 
the  project  not  been  successful. 

The  governor  also  feels  that  there 
are  other  pressing  issues  like  bridges  and 
highways  that  need  to  be  repaired.  And, 
a  golf  course  is  just  too  big  of  a  project  to 
put  tax  payers'  money  at  risk  according 
to  the  governor. 

Although  the  governor  would  not 
have  been  opposed  to  the  project  had  it 
been  financed  by  revenue  bonds,  they 
cost  more  and  take  longer  to  finance. 

Co-Lin's  golf  instructor  and  course 
manager,  Alton  Greenlee,  made  note  of 
the  fact  that  the  college  has  never  gone 
into  debt  on  any  project  it  has  financed. 
Each  of  these  projects  has  benefitted  the 
school  in  a  positive  way. 

Greenlee  said,  "The  governor  should 
not  have  vetoed  the  bill,  because  if  he 
had  studied  the  bill  a  little  more,  he 
would  have  seen  that  it  was  handled  with 
careful  planning  and  there  was  no  way  it 
could  have  failed."  Because  the  project 
was  brought  to  a  stop,  Greenlee  said  that 
he  missed  the  growing  season  for  the 
grass  on  the  new  fairways.  £»-

PREFACE 

This  document  has  been  prepared  in 
an  attempt  to  document  for  historical 
purposes  the  building  of  Stone  Stadium 
at  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  in  late 
1948  and  during  1949.  The  information 
presented  is  based  primarily  on  remem- 
brances of  events  that  occurred  45  years 
ago,  since  the  original  plans  and  docu- 
mentation had  not  been  located  at  the 
time  of  this  writing.  Review  of  the  subse- 
quent drawings  made  by  Mr.  Canizaro  of 
Jackson  for  projects  in  1971  and  1974 
together  with  a  tour  of  the  present  facil- 
ity gives  credibility  to  the  factual  data. 
References  to  details  of  the  conditions  of 
the  original  site,  the  techniques  of  how 
the  work  was  done,  and  the  procedural 
details  are  based  on  memory. 

Most  importantly,  it  is  intended  to 
identify  the  contributions  and  to  give 
due  credit  to  all  who  participated  in  this 
project.  Any  oversights  and  errors  are 
not  intentional.  Hopefully  this  document 
will  prompt  corrections  and  additions 
that  will  be  sent  to  Co-Lin  to  set  the 
record  straight. 

Congratulations  are  in  order  to  so 
many! 

INTRODUCTION 

Soon  after  World  War  II  (circa  1946- 
48)  Co-Lin  (Copiah,  Lincoln,  and  Simpson 
Counties)  was  vigorously  improving  and 
expanding  the  campus  and  facilities 
needed  to  accommodate  the  greatly  in- 
creased enrollment.  A  special  construc- 
tion group  of  Co-Lin  employees  under 
Mr.  Jesse  Sandifer  was  formed  to  handle 
the  program,  with  occasional  contracts 
for  special  skills.  Frame  buildings  were 
obtained  (essentially  gratis  except  for 
hauling)  from  military  bases  that  were 
being  closed  or  downsized.  These  were 
hauled  to  Co-Lin,  rebuilt  on  foundations 
prepared  in  advance,  modified  to  suit 
the  purposes  required,  brick  veneer 
added,  services  connected,  furnishings 
installed,  and  walks  and  grounds  com- 
pleted. Almost  all  of  this  work  was  clone 
by  the  afore  mentioned  Co-Lin  construc- 
tion group.  Some  of  the  facilities  created 
were  the  Old  Bookstore  (Band  Build- 
ing), the  Communications  Building  (Sci- 
ence Building),  and  apartment  building 
for  married  veterans  (the  writer  is  not 
sure  if  this  became  Copiah  Hall),  and  a 


dormitory  for  single  veterans  (the  author 
also  is  not  sure  if  this  became  Lincoln 
Hall).  Other  areas  of  the  campus  were 
being  studied  and  planning  done  to  make 
needed  improvements  using  this  active 
"hands  on"  approach. 

One  such  area  that  needed  attention 
was  a  large  valley  in  what  is  now  the 
stadium  area  that  prevented  expansion 
of  the  campus  to  the  north  east  beyond 
the  trade  buildings,  the  old  field  house, 
and  the  married  veterans  building.  It  had 
been  used  previously  as  a  pasture  and 
still  contained  two  trench  silos  located  in 
the  area  under  what  is  now  the  west 
seating.  This  valley  covered  more  than 
eight  acres.  It  sloped  rather  sharply  at 
first  and  then  more  gently  from  the  south 
rim  (bowl  end)  of  the  present  stadium 
northward  approximately  900  feet  to  a 
ravine  that  can  be  seen  to  the  north  east 
where  the  drainage  culvert  goes  under 
the  present  Lester  R.  Furr  Drive.  It 
dropped  in  elevation  about  40  feet.  It 
was  more  than  400  feet  wide,  sloping 
rather  sharply  from  the  back  of  the  east 
side  of  the  present  stadium  and  then 
more  gently  in  a  northwesterly  direction 
toward  the  afore  mentioned  ravine.  There 
it  joined  a  deep  depression  behind  the 
Ellis  Apartments  (Faculty  House)  and 
the  Old  Bookstore  (Band  Building).  This 
area  was  virtually  lacking  in  access  and 
egress  and  was  essentially  useless  with- 
out major  regrading. 

Co-Lin  undertook  a  study  to  deter- 
mine an  approach  to  better  utilize  the 
area  as  a  vital  part  of  the  campus,  over- 
coming many  of  the  physical  deterrents 
caused  by  the  topography.  One  of  the 
best  possibilities  considered  was  a  foot- 
ball stadium  that  would  fit  naturally  in 
the  valley  in  an  appropriate  manner. 
Since  the  existing  open  stand  and  foot- 
ball field  were  antiquated  and  in  need  of 
repair  and  renovation,  it  was  decided  to 
retain  a  consulting  engineering  firm  to 
undertake  a  feasibility  study  and  make  a 
preliminary  design  of  a  new  football 
stadium  for  this  general  location. 

PRELIMINARY  DESIGN  STUDIES 

Mr.  Biggers  of  Jackson  was  retained 
for  the  study  and  the  preliminary  design 
was  completed  in  the  latter  part  of  1948 
which  confirmed  and  recommended  the 
desired  site  where  the  present  stadium  is 
located.  It  made  a  preliminary  design 
based   on   cut  and   fill   techniques   that 


provided  a  modest  sized  stadium  with 
limited  seating,  utilizing  only  a  portion 
of  the  total  site. 

Co-Lin  reviewed  the  Biggers  plan 
favorably.  The  basic  concept  was  ap- 
proved as  being  sound  and  the  site 
location  was  accepted.  The  site  was 
desirably  oriented  south  to  north  and 
unfortunately  open  at  the  north  end. 
However,  the  overall  design  was  not 
deep  enough  for  adequate  seating  ca- 
pacity and  did  not  provide  the  required 
fill  for  the  west  seating  and  for  the  area 
beyond  the  northern  end  of  the  field. 

The  decision  was  made  for  a  rede- 
sign to  be  conducted  by  Co-Lin  to  ex- 
pand upon  Mr.  Biggers'  work,  particu- 
larly to  increase  the  seating  and  to  utilize 
more  of  the  area.  However,  the  Biggers 
design  was  to  be  used  for  guidance. 

The  redesign  criteria  that  was  estab- 
lished included  the  determination  of  the 
slope  of  banks  as  it  affected  the  seating 
capacity  and  the  size  of  the  stadium.  The 
south  end  was  to  be  curved  to  accommo- 
date the  track  and  be  sloped  the  same  as 
the  sides  if  enlarged  seating  was  ever 
needed  (or  if  there  was  a  desire  for  an 
amphitheater  on  campus).  The  west  side, 
which  was  lower,  would  be  built  up  with 
fill  to  provide  future  seating  and  sloped 
in  a  similar  manner.  The  playing  field 
was  to  be  located  as  close  to  the  bowl 
end  (south)  as  clearance  to  the  track 
allowed  to  better  utilize  the  south  end  of 
the  east  side  (which  was  higher)  for 
seating.  The  fill  at  the  north  end  should 
be  extended  beyond  the  field  and  track 
to  provide  a  site  for  a  future  building,  a 
road  around  the  stadium,  and  a  road 
across  the  ravine  to  provide  an  im- 
proved entrance  to  the  campus  (Lester  R. 
Furr  Drive).  The  depth  of  the  stadium 
(and  therefore  its  length,  width,  and 
volume  since  the  outside  of  the  track 
was  fixed)  would  be  based  on  a  dirt 
balance  study  where  all  of  the  dirt  exca- 
vated would  be  used  as  fill  with  no 
requirement  to  haul  additional  dirt  into 
or  out  of  the  construction  site. 

A  brief  study,  a  review  of  the  Biggers 
survey,  and  a  thorough  site  inspection 
indicated  that  the  project  should  be  fea- 
sible and  it  was  recommended  that  Co- 
Lin  proceed. 

PROGRAM  DEFINITION 

The  decision  was  reached  and  ap- 
proval obtained  for  Co-Lin  to  undertake 
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the  stadium  project  in  a  manner  similar 
to  the  ongoing  programs  for  new  build- 
ings. Direct  responsibility  and  overall 
direction  was  provided  by  President 
Ewing.  He  and  his  staff  handled  all 
relations  with  the  school  board  and  the 
three  boards  of  supervisors,  all  outside 
negotiations  such  as  purchase  of  materi- 
als, supplies,  services,  and  repairs,  and 
limited  contract  support  in  earth  moving 
by  Dickerson  and  Bowen  of  Brookhaven, 
Ms.  Mr.  Ewing  performed  such  manage- 
ment functions  as  obtaining  and  alloca- 
tion of  resources,  delegation  of  respon- 
sibilities, approvals  for  changes,  resolu- 
tion of  differences,  reporting  to  boards 
and  outside  media,  and  measurement  of 
performance. 

The  following  outside  resources  were 
obtained:  the  three  supporting  counties 
(Copiah,  Lincoln,  and  Simpson)  pro- 
vided a  heavy  machine  (either  bull- 
dozer, dragline,  grader,  or  heavy  dump 
truck)  with  an  operator  from  each  of  the 
15  supervisors'  beats  for  a  total  of  45 
weeks  of  machining  time.  Several  earth 
moving  machines  and  operators  with 
experienced  construction  supervisor  (Mr. 
Gene  Brister)  were  committed  for  sev- 
eral weeks  on  a  favorably  negotiated 
basis  for  final  grading  by  Mr.  Kent  Bowen 
of  Dickerson  and  Bowen.  These  com- 
mitments were  made  to  provide  this 
support  as  the  Co-Lin  schedule  de- 
manded. 

The  Co-Lin  campus  resources  avail- 
able were:  the  campus  maintenance  and 
farm  staffs  (regular  and  student  employ- 
ees) under  Jesse  Sandifer;  drafting  assis- 
tance and  woodworking  by  Mr.  Cowart 
with  the  trade  class;  welding  and  metal 
forming  by  Mr.  Foster  with  the  trade 
class;  engineering  and  project  coordina- 
tion by  Robert  H.  Guess  (with  surveying 
instrument  work  by  student  Johnny  Ott); 
and  consulting  and  suggestions  from  the 
athletic  department  (Messrs.  Fortenberry, 
Bruce,  Strait,  and  Ricks),  the  band  (Mr. 
Ralph  Franklin),  the  press  box  crew  (Mr. 
Roland  Stevens),  tickets  and  concessions 
facilities  by  business  office  (Mr.  Graydon 
Mullen),  soil  and  turf  (Mr.  Grover  Smith), 
and  many  more. 

The  program  was  organized  with 
two  direct  reports  to  Mr.  Ewing,  author- 
ity delegated,  and  resources  allocated. 
Engineering  was  assigned  to  Robert  H. 
Guess  (physics  department)  with  re- 
sponsibilities for  project  coordination, 
redesign  of  stadium,  surveying,  supervi- 
sion of  site  preparation,  excavation,  and 
final  grading.  Construction  supervision 


was  assigned  to  Jesse  Sandifer  (head  of 
Co-Lin  building  group)  with  responsi- 
bilities of  supervision  of  college  work 
force;  forming,  reinforcing,  and  pouring 
concrete;  installing  seats  and  railings; 
building  auxiliary  buildings  such  as  ticket 
booth,  press  box,  and  refreshment  stand; 
fencing  erection  and  walls;  planting  and 
sodding  grass;  providing  drainage  and 
much  more. 

PROGRAM  EXECUTION 

The  actual  program  started  with  the 
engineering  redesign  phase  in  late  1948 
or  early  1949-  A  more  detailed  topogra- 
phy survey  was  made  to  augment  the 
Biggers  information.  Visits  were  made 
by  Mr.  Ewing,  Jesse  Sandifer,  and  Robert 
Guess  to  several  stadiums  including 
Brookhaven,  Holmes  Junior  College,  and 
Memorial  Stadium  in  Jackson  for  infor- 
mation about  seating  height  and  spacing 
to  be  compared  with  that  of  the  Biggers 
study  and  the  existing  open  bleachers  at 
Co-Lin.  Keeping  in  mind  that  larger  spac- 
ing would  affect  the  stadium  dimensions 
appreciably  and  that  a  clear  line  of  sight 
of  the  whole  field  was  most  desirable, 
several  of  the  Co-Lin  consultants  helped 
the  team  select  the  actual  design  used. 
While  at  Goodman  their  bad  experience 
with  broken  concrete  in  their  stadium 
built  on  a  bank  was  reviewed  and  the 
lack  of  reinforcing  was  blamed.  Inspec- 
tion of  the  Memorial  Stadium  construc- 
tion and  discussions  with  the  engineers 
indicated  a  need  for  concrete  beams  to 
be  formed  under  the  slab  (transferring 
loads  to  a  strong  and  heavy  toe  wall  at 
the  bottom  of  the  slope)  and  frequent 
columns  going  down  into  the  underlying 
basic  clay.  These  features  would  prevent 


slippage  on  the  slope,  cracking  of  the 
concrete,  and  less  vulnerability  to  water 
if  it  should  get  under  the  slab.  The 
concrete  slabs  should  be  poured  in  sec- 
tions (similar  to  concrete  highways)  to 
prevent  cracking.  The  section  seams 
were  to  be  sealed  and  water  diverting 
walks  or  edges  built  around  the  perim- 
eter to  prevent  water  from  undermining 
the  stands. 

The  dirt  balance  study  was  made 
and  a  preliminary  layout  determined.  It 
indicated  a  stadium  depth  of  slightly 
over  20  feet,  a  width  of  400  feet,  a  length 
of  800  feet,  with  approximately  56,000 
yards  of  dirt  to  be  excavated  and  then 
filled.  A  final  design  was  made  and 
information  passed  to  other  contribu- 
tors. Mr.  Sandifer  and  Mr.  Cowart  made 
a  detailed  design  of  the  seating  section 
so  that  work  could  commence  on  the 
forming,  reinforcing,  and  seating  parts 
while  the  stadium  was  being  excavated. 

A  tentative  schedule  allowing  for 
the  usual  spring  rains  indicated  mid-to- 
late  summer  completion  of  the  dirt  work, 
finishing  the  seating  by  late  summer  to 
early  fall,  and  allowing  the  fill  to  settle 
and  compact  over  the  winter  of  49-50. 
The  final  grading  and  sodding  of  the 
field  would  be  done  in  the  late  spring  of 
1950  with  the  opening  in  the  fall  of  1950. 

Advice  and  counsel  from  several 
supervisors  (particularly  Mr.  Barlow  of 
Wesson),  Mr.  Brister  of  Dickerson  and 
Bowen,  and  an  expert  dozer  operator 
(Mr.  Rodney  Nations)  of  Lincoln  county 
established  the  excavation  rules  which 
were:  remove  all  top  soil  and  organic 
matter;  always  move  the  dirt  down  hill;

only  move  the  dirt  once;  always  spread 
the  dirt  in  thin  layers  and  run  machines 
over  it  frequently;  always  have  the  fill 
smooth  and  sloped  so  any  sudden  rain 
could  run  off  and  not  leave  standing 
water;  always  make  your  rough  cut  higher 
than  the  desired  grade  os  final  smooth- 
ing can  be  done  with  a  grader;  and  build 
fills  above  final  grade  to  allow  for  set- 
tling and  compaction  wherever  possible. 

The  first  actual  dirt  moving  removed 
the  top  soil  and  stored  it  for  use  upon 
completion  of  the  excavation.  The  two 
ground  silo  sites  were  excavated  by 
dragline  and  the  dirt  hauled  away  in 
dump  trucks  to  remove  the  sugar  left 
from  sorghum  silage  to  prevent  possible 
damage  to  the  concrete.  Then  the  actual 
layout  was  surveyed  and  grade  stakes 
were  set  early  in  1949- 

Since  Mr.  Nations  was  an  expert  at 
reading  grades,  stakes  for  the  cuts  were 
set  radially  approximately  50  feet  apart 
so  Mr.  Nations  could  make  a  series  of 
cuts  to  give  a  clearly  visible  cutting 
grade.  This  gave  the  other  operators  all 
the  information  they  needed  to  make  the 
proper  grading  between  the  radial  cuts. 
These  cuts  were  made  down  the  slope 
and  the  dirt  was  then  pushed  and  spread 
in  thin  layers  by  bulldozers  and  smoothed 
by  graders  to  build  the  fill  to  the  north. 
The  actual  fill  started  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  north  end  of  the  seating  and  was 
approximately  12  feet  deep  at  the  north 
end  of  the  track.  It  continued  to  get 
deeper  to  the  north. 

An  unusually  dry  spring  made  the 
project  go  much  faster  than  anticipated 
and  by  late  spring  Dickerson  and  Bowen 
were  called  in  to  do  the  final  grading. 
The  final  cuts  were  made  on  the  curved 
end,  leaving  it  slightly  above  grade  for 
possible  future  seating.  The  dirt  was 
used  to  build  up  the  west  side  to  allow 
for  shrinkage  and  allow  grading  for 
future  seating.  Excess  dirt  was  hauled  to 
the  far  north  of  the  stadium  by  large 
earth  moving  machines  since  it  was  too 
far  for  practical  transporting  and  spread- 
ing by  dozer  and  graders.  Following  the 
plan  to  let  the  fill  settle  and  compact 
until  1950  (no  sheepfoot  packers  were 
available  to  help  pack,  so  the  fill  would 
have  to  settle  by  itself  as  done  by  the 
highway  builders),  a  gentle  slope  from 
south  to  north  of  1.5  feet  (about  3  inches 
per  100  feet)  as  recommended  by  Mr. 


Brister  was  established  to  make  sure  the 
site  drained  well.  At  the  north  end  of  the 
field  a  compaction  of  the  field  of  another 
foot  (approximately  10%)  was  expected, 
resulting  in  the  north  being  about  2.5 
feet  lower  than  the  south  in  1950.  Final 
grading  in  1950  would  have  then  move 
the  remaining  dirt  down  hill  from  the 
south  end  to  make  the  field  and  the  track 
level  from  south  to  north.  The  field 
would  be  cambered  to  the  sides  slightly 
for  drainage,  underground  drains  in- 
stalled between  the  track  and  field,  and 
all  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  final 
plans.  The  track  could  be  added  later. 

After  grading  the  east  seating  area, 
steps  were  cut  in  the  sloped  bank  to 
form  the  bottom  of  the  concrete  for  each 
seating  row.  This  was  to  save  the  cost  of 
either  forming  the  underside  or  pouring 
more  concrete  on  a  smoother  slope.  This 
was  done  by  establishing  a  string  line 
along  the  back  side  of  the  top  step  at  a 
fixed  distance  on  the  end  of  a  grader's 
blade.  Expert  operator  Mr.  Vernon 
Remington  then  drove  the  grader  along 
the  sloped  bank,  followed  the  string 
line,  kept  the  cut  to  the  marked  dept, 
kept  the  bottom  of  the  cut  level,  and 
threw  excavated  dirt  down  hill  where  it 
could  be  moved  to  the  fill  area.  This 
procedure  was  followed  step  by  step 
from  top  to  bottom  (to  the  amazement  of 
all  working  on  the  site). 

Immediately  the  construction  crew 
dug  the  trenches  for  the  network  of 
beams  and  dug  holes  for  the  array  of 
columns.  Reinforcing  rods  were  put  in 
the  beams  and  columns,  the  forms  for 
the  risers  (front)  of  the  steps  were  in- 
stalled, and  reinforcing  rods  were  placed 
in  the  slab.  Bolts  were  mounted  in  the 
risers  (front)  of  the  steps  to  mount  brack- 
ets to  hold  the  seats.  Concrete  was  then 
poured,  the  top  of  the  steps  finished,  the 
concrete  allowed  to  cure,  the  forms 
removed,  and  the  risers  (front)  finished. 
The  seat  brackets  were  installed  and 
wooden  seats  attached.  A  similar  proce- 
dure was  used  for  railings.  This  was  a 
combined  effort  of  the  Co-Lin  construc- 
tion crew,  the  trade  carpentry  shop,  and 
the  trade  auto  shop. 

The  fast  schedule  performance 
brought  about  a  change  in  the  plan.  It 
was  decided  that  an  all  out  effort  should 
be  made  to  have  the  field  ready  for  the 
fall  of  the  '49  season.  This  resulted  in  the 
grade  of  the  center  line  of  the  field  being 
made  level  from  south  to  north,  the  field 
cambered  more  from  center  to  the  sides 
to  accomplish  an  alternate  method  for 


the  field  area  drainage  and  allow  for 
settling.  Surface  drainage  was  used  be- 
tween the  side  lines  and  the  future  track. 
The  top  soil  which  had  been  saved  was 
hauled  back  by  truck  and  the  field  sod- 
ded. (This  meant  that  the  track  would 
have  to  be  leveled  when  installed,  the 
camber  of  the  field  reduced,  north  and 
compaction  refilled  to  grade  with  the 
excess  dirt  from  the  excavation  of  the 
south  end  of  the  track,  and  underground 
drains  be  installed  between  the  side 
lines  and  the  track  at  a  future  date).  Most 
of  this  work  was  done  by  the  Co-Lin 
construction  crew  and  farm  employees 
who  were  assisted  by  Mr.  Abner  Watson 
with  counsel  by  Mr.  Grover  Smith  and 
Mr.  E.  R.  Lloyd. 

The  power  company  installed  lights, 
the  auxiliary  buildings  were  built,  walks 
put  in,  fences  built,  parking  provided, 
and  all  made  ready  for  games  in  the  fall 
of  1949. 

SUMMARY 

This  review  has  given  the  writer  an 
opportunity  to  see  how  the  project  has 
faired.  The  concrete  has  not  cracked  and 
the  fill  has  compacted  as  predicted.  It  is 
a  pleasure  to  see  that  since  the  initial 
construction  was  completed,  the  west 
seating  has  been  added,  a  field  house 
built  on  the  north  end,  and  a  temporary 
track  installed  followed  by  a  permanent 
track  at  the  design  grade.  Other  im- 
provements such  as  walks,  ancillary  build- 
ings, fencing  are  quite  well  done.  It  is 
obvious  the  original  terrace  row  and 
ditch  around  the  bowl  end  to  divert  the 
water  were  either  inadequate  of  were 
inadvertently  modified  to  accommodate 
later  work  such  as  walks,  fencing,  roads, 
or  landscaping. 

The  writer  feels  strongly  that  the  Co- 
Lin  program  more  than  met  its  objec- 
tives. Not  only  was  a  stadium  built  but 
the  improvement  of  the  west  side  and 
north  end  made  a  major  impact  on 
campus  development.  Not  only  other 
buildings  were  made  accessible  or  avail- 
able, the  improved  access  and  egress 
complimented  the  Co-Lin  traffic  improve- 
ment renovation  resulting  in  Lester  R. 
Furr  Drive. 

It  has  been  a  pleasant  walk  back  to 
a  happy  and  rewarding  time.

It's  been  a  banner  year  for  the  Nu 
Kappa  Chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Lambda  on 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College's 
Wesson  campus,  a  banner  year  that  has 
seen  the  chapter  win  the  state  champi- 
onship and  seven  national  awards.

Jean  Ricks,  recently  retired  coordi-

In  March  Co-Lin's  chapter  upheld  a

The 
twenty-two  recent  individual  awards  in 
state  competition  also  increases  the  num- 
ber Co-Lin  business  students  have  won 
to  222  awards  over  the  last  fifteen  years. 
Through  the  Anaheim  NLC  Co-Lin  PBLers 


have  brought  home  a  total  of  fifty-five 
national  awards. 

Co-Lin's  Stacy  Turnage  of  Brook- 
haven,  local  chapter  president  for  the 
last  two  years  and  currently  serving  as 
Mississippi's  state  chapter  president,  fig- 
ured prominently  in  five  of  the  seven 
national  awards  won  in  California. 
Turnage,  who  also  serves  as  Southern 
Region  Secretary  and  was  campaign  man- 
ager for  Ole  Miss's  Valerie  Childers  in 
her  bid  for  National  Treasurer,  won  fifth 
place  in  the  "Ms.  Future  Business  Execu- 
tive" (national  "top  10"  awards  in  this 
event  normally  go  to  senior-level  uni- 
versity students — quite  an  honor  for  a 
sophomore),  won  third  place  on  the 
National  Parliamentarian  test,  earned  a 
State  Newsletter  Merit  Award  as  the 
editor  of  "The  Mississippi  Future  Busi- 
ness Leader"  while  serving  as  the  '94 
State  Reporter,  and  wrote  the  annual 
business  report  which  was  instrumental 
in  helping  the  chapter  earn  the  national 
Gold  Seal  Award. 

Turnage  also  served  as  one  of  three 
presenters  of  Co-Lin's  Partnership  with 
Business  Project  which  was  selected  ninth 
place  at  the  national  conference.  Other 
presenters  on  the  project  were  Heather 
Nevill  of  Natchez  and  Dee  Dee  White  of 
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Wesson.  "This  threesome  served  as  ex- 
cellent ambassadors  for  the  Magnolia 
state  while  in  Anaheim." 

Co-Lin's  Janice  Stansell  of  Crystal 
Springs  became  a  national  champion  by 
tallying  the  highest  score  in  the  Machine 
Transcription  event.  It  marked  the  first 
time  Co-Lin  has  had  a  national  winner 
since  Ronald  Haynes  of  New  Hebron 
was  the  national  champ  in  Economics  at 
the  '83  NLC  in  San  Francisco.

Mrs.  Wells,  who  recently  celebrated 
her  92nd  birthday,  is  a  native  of  Lincoln 
County  who  has  been  a  homemaker  her 
entire  life.

Mrs.  Shirley  Knapp  will  acid  Lawrence 
County  High  School,  Natchez  High  School 
and  Wesson  High  School  to  Franklin 
County  High  School  to  bring  her  Tech 
Prep  Program  to  four.  Mrs.  Knapp  has 
been  busy  this  summer. 

Sometime  this  fall,  we  will  add  new 
roofs  to  several  buildings  on  campus. 
They  include  Anderson,  Mullen  Gymna- 
sium, Ewing  Fine  Arts,  Smith  Hall  and 
Oswalt  Memorial  Library.  We  will  use 
state  funds  for  these  projects  and  will  try 
to  complete  them  before  the  rainy  sea- 
son. 

This  school  year  may  not  offer  us  the 
relief  we  are  seeking  because  our  self 
study  visiting  committee  will  arrive  in 
April,  1995.  Mr.  Kendall  Chapman  and 
the  self  study  committee  have  all  been 
busy.  We  anticipate  that  our  self-study 
report  will  go  to  the  printer  in  December, 
1994. 

In  the  meantime,  we  have  ten  foot- 
ball games,  homecoming  and  many  other 
projects  to  look  forward  to  with  anticipa- 
tion. 

The  first  and  most  crucial  of  these 
projects  is  the  renovation  of  the  old  auto 
mechanics  shop  in  the  F.  M.  Fortenberry 


Building  where  cosmetology  will  be 
moved  and  the  renovation  of  Smith  Hall 
Annex  for  the  college  business  division. 
Both  of  these  projects  are  funded  by  state 
funds  appropriated  by  the  Mississippi 
Legislature.  This  means  that  they  move 
slower  than  regular  projects  because  all 
changes  must  be  approved  at  the  state 
level  and  the  big  wheels  turn  much  slower 
because  there  are  so  many  more  projects 
to  be  considered.  Two  change  orders 
have  consumed  several  weeks  of  the 
summer  and  these  projects  are  going  to 
be  very  close  to  the  August  10  deadline. 

The  other  major  project  on  the 
Wesson  Campus  is  the  parking  and  drain- 
age project  that  you  see  when  you  cross 
the  new  bridge.  This  parking  project  also 
includes  curbing  and  guttering  around 
the  W.  S.  Henley  Student  Building.  The 
rainy  weather  has  not  helped  this  project. 
This  project  is  being  done  by  Oddee 
Smith  and  Sons  of  Brookhaven.  This 
project  will  provide  150  more  parking 
spaces  for  students,  faculty  and  visitors. 

In  addition,  Mr.  Todd  McDaniel  and 
his  staff  have  been  working  to  improve 
the  beautification  of  the  campus.  I  think 
that  you  will  agree  that  Mr.  McDaniel  and 
his  staff  have  done  a  good  job. 


Several  other  projects  have  consumed 
a  lot  of  our  time  this  summer.  In  July,  the 
board  of  trustees  awarded  a  bid  for  a  $4.6 
million  facility  in  Natchez.  The  contract 
was  awarded  to  Paul  Jackson  and  Sons 
Construction  Co.  of  Brookhaven.  This 
new  facility  will  open  in  the  fall  of  1995 
and  will  allow  us  to  expand  our  Natchez 
Campus  operations.  This  facility  is  being 
funded  by  a  $4  million  bond  issue  from 
Adams  County  and  other  district  funds. 
This  is  a  twenty-two  year  dream  come 
true  and  we  look  forward  to  a  new  home 
for  our  Natchez  Campus. 

We  still  have  several  projects  that 
will  be  finalized  by  the  time  school  starts. 
These  projects  include  the  paving  of  the 
motor  pool  and  track  and  the  renovation 
and  refurbishing  of  all  the  dormitories. 
Stevens  Hall  will  get  bathroom  improve- 
ments from  the  ground  floor  through  the 
third  floor.  Dean  Ray  Ishee  is  supervising 
this  project. 

If  this  had  not  been  enough,  we  have 
opened  a  link  of  the  community  college 
network  on  the  Wesson  Campus.  Equip- 
ment for  the  Natchez  Campus  has  been 
purchased  but  has  not  been  put  in  place 
as  of  this  date.  This  network  allows  us 
two-way  video  and  audio  throughout  the 
state.  This  facility  was  officially  opened 
on  July  11  and  you  would  have  to  see  it 
in  operation  to  believe  it.  £*• 


Literary  Landmark  Tour  spotlights  sites 
associated  with  state  writers 


A  highly  researched  "Natchez  Literary 
Landmark  Tour"  was  a  special  part  of  the 
1994  Natchez  Literary  Celebration. 

Joan  McLemore,  librarian  at  Co-Lin, 
spent  hours  researching  the  connections  of 
certain  Natchez-area  houses  and  sites  to 
authors  and  books.  The  Literary  Landmark 
Tour  is  the  result  of  her  work. 

The  tour,  held  on  the  afternoon  June  4, 
included  the  following  stops: 

•  The  William  Johnson  House,  212  State 
St.,  former  home  of  the  free  black, 
Willian  Johnson  and  now  part  of  the 
Natchez  National  Historical  Park. 
Johnson  is  the  subject  of  a  biography, 
The  Barber  of  Natchez,  and  author  of 
a  multi-volume  diaiy. 

•  Andrew  Marschalk  Family  Home,  211 
N.  Pearl  St.,  an  early  19th-century  home 
built  by  the  "father  of  Mississippi  jour- 
nalism" who  was  the  state's  first  printer. 
It  is  now  the  home  of  Helen  Spencer. 

•  Lansdowne,  the  plantation  home  of  the 
Marshall  family  on  Dr.  Martin  Luther 


King  Jr.  Drive,  subject  of  numerous 
books  on  Natchez  architecture  and 
furniture  and  home  of  the  late  Margaret 
Marshall  Macllroy,  author  of  Six  Little 
Girls  of  Lansdowne.  This  children's 
book,  published  in  the  1950s,  is  being 
reprinted  by  "the  little  girls,"  Macllroy's 
granddaughters,  and  will  be  available 
for  sale  during  the  tour. 

Mount  Repose,  the  plantation  home  of 
Mayor  and  Mrs.  Larry  "Butch"  Brown, 
on  M.L.King  Jr.  Drive  and  also  the 
subject  of  numerous  books  about 
Natchez.  In  addition  the  house  con- 
tains an  extensive  rare  book  collection, 
selections  of  which  will  be  on  display, 
chosen  by  historian  Dr.  David  Sansing 
of  The  University  of  Mississippi.  The 
house  was  also  home  at  one  time  to  the 
author  Elizabeth  Bisland,  subject  of 
three  forthcoming  biographies. 

Historic  Jefferson  College  at  Washing- 
ton, dating  to  1802.  This  site,  now 
operated  as  a  museum  by  the  Missis- 


sippi Department  of  Archives  and  His- 
tory, was  where  numerous  authors 
taught,  includingjoseph  Holt  Ingraham, 
who  wrote  The  South-West,  by  a  Yan- 
kee. Ingraham  and  his  son,  Prentiss, 
more  than  700  novels  and  400  novel- 
ettes. 

At  Jefferson  College,  refreshments  will 
be  served  by  members  of  the  Mississippi 
Historic  Trust,  and  concerts  will  be  pre- 
sented at  2  p.m.  and  at  3:30  p.m.  by  the 
Natchez  Community  Band. 

Though  not  open  for  tour  stops,  two 
other  sites  will  be  "ride-bys"  on  the  tour. 
They  are  Foster  Mound  Plantation,  245 
Foster  Mound  Road,  and  the  Richard  Wright 
family  neighborhood  on  Woodlawn  Street. 

Foster  Mound,  home  of  the  Foster 
family,  was  visited  often  by  Ibrahima,  the 
African  prince  who  is  subject  of  the  biogra- 
phy Prince  Among  Slaves.  Woodlawn  Street, 
home  of  Richard  Wright's  grandparents, 
was  frequented  often  by  the  author  when 
he  was  a  child.  }*>
